Workman Thawing Explosive 
for Blasting Drops Stick of 
Dynaniltoand it Kills Him 
and Two Others. . 

Three persons were killed nnd seven in- 
jured by tbo cxplohiott of a stick of dyna- 
mite near tho McHenry canning factory 
lost week Wednesday afternoon nnd one 
has since died. 

John Hilt of Cleveland, Ohio, was in 
charge of the dynamite, which was to be 
used in' blasting near tho canning factory. 
He was about to place a stick oE dynimite 
into a pail of water to thaw It 'out whoa.it 
fell, evidently striking several other sticks 
which lay In a box. A terrific explosion 
followed, which was beard for at least six 
miles, 

Tho dead are: John Hilt, Cleveland, 
Ohio, 

William Phalin, McHenry, a merchant, 
who was watching operations. 
: Elmor Dowoy, Hertford, Wis,, one leg 
blown off, diod from injuries, . 

The injured are: Oliver Moore, Mc- 
Henry, ankle smashed. 

Clarence Cobb, McHenry, head, body 
and face lacerated. - 

Bay Lamphere, McHenry, leg nnd b3p 
injured, died later, 
Frank Cobb, McHenry, back bruised. 
Charles Geske, McHenry, face cut. 
Charles Phalin, hip bruised, 
- Thomas' Powors,- McHonryiMogs cu|end 
face braised. 

Elmer Dewey, who had r one leg blown 
off uod was critically, injured about- the 
body and face, died the next morning, de- 
spite the fact that- physicians remained 
with him during the night and did all that 
was possible to prolong his life. ' 

In the case of Ray Lnmphnro, whose legs 
and hip wore injured, blood poisoning set 
in and ho died on Saturday despite the 
efforts of the best medical skill. 

Oliver Moore, -w hose left leg was crushed 
at tho anklo, had his limb amputated be- 
low tho knee. His condition is critical. 

Charles Pbalin's condition also is con- 
sidered critical. 

As blood poison has set in those who 
were injured are in a critical condition. 

At least 500 peoplo gathered at the scene 
of tha accident after the ex plosion. The 
injured were removed to their home . and 
nearby residences where all the available 
physicians were summoned. Ono of Hilt's 
legs was blown entirety off, the other near- 
ly so, and one arm- torn almost off. Ho 
lived in this condition nearly an hour. 

William Phalin hied to death. He was 
a well known resident and a miller by oc- 
cupation. 

The factory which was tho scene of tho 
accident h being located west of the 0. and 
N. W. railroad tracks. The construction 
company has been at work far two weeks 
erecting the factory, which is owned by a 
stock company composed by McHenry resi- 
dents. The object of the company is to 
can tomatoes, etc.

The site 
of Jamestown has been a. ruin since .tha 
town was burned at the timo of P>acon'» 
rebellion. Tho ground has now been' laid 
off according to the* landscape architect 
plans, and' work is about to start on the 
buildings.

a Missionary in China, 

Fear for Her Safety 



WORKING III THE HUIU ISLANDS 



Kenoaha County Woman Who 

Has Been Working as a 

Teacher of Religion for 

Many Years 

I' rienda of Miss Kate L. Schaeffer of tbo 
town of Somen, Kenoaha county, Wis., 
who Ib now serving as a missionary in the 
province of Hainan, China, era beginning 
to have fears for her safety, With the 
general up-rising of tbo lower classes of 
Chinese ngainst tho foreign missionaries it 
is feared that Miss Sohneffer is in extreme 
danger. Thus far no serious outbreaks of 
tho natives havo been reported from tbe 
island of Hainan, hat tbe island is known 
to be in tho very center of the revolution- 
ary districts and an outbreak may bo- ex- 
pected'nt any timo. The lost letters re- 
ceived from Miss Schaeffer showed that 
while prepared for any outbreak she had 
not been molested. 

During tbe Boxer riots several years ago 
she was time and again in houses which 
were attacked by tho Boxers, but sbo es- 
caped without injury. For several weokB 
Miss Schaeffer and her assistants slept with 
rifles under their pillows and tbo house m 
which ihey were Hying was closely bam* 
ended to prevent an attack. At that time 
the schools and churches in which Miss 
Schaeffer had boon leaching were stoned 
and wrecked and several of the natives who 
had been attending the services wore killed 
by tbo natives. Miss Schaeffer remained 
at ber post of doty until sho was. forced to 
leave and then sho left in tbo night and 
made a trip of thirty miles on foot in order 
to reach an American consulate where she 
secured the protection of the American flag. 
Shortly of tor she returned to her home in 
Samers for a long rest. 

Miss Schaeffer bos always been very 
popular in Hainan, and even the natives 
who are unalterably opposed to the coming 
of tho Christian religion have shown ber 
many courtesies. 

Miss Schaeffer was sent to China by the 
Mission board of the Presbyterian church 
and ber work bas been largely carried on 
by funds furnished by churches in Samers 
and in Milwaukee. She has. been at work 
in Hainan for more than ton years and in 
that timo she has accomplished a great 
work. She has built up Christian schools 
and churches and converts secured under 
her teachings number many hundreds. A 
the time of the Boxer troubles many of her 
schools were torn down, but they have been 
rebuilt during tbe last few years. 

A wholly consecrated woman Miss 
Schaeffer bas won tbo admiration of the 
government officials in Hainan, and she 
has tho constant care of the English as well 
as Chinese officials. This fact it is thought 
will prevent her being harmed Bhould the 
present revolutionary outbreak spread to 
the island.

Besides her ' hus- 
band and children the leaves to mourn tbe 
soperation her parents, two • sisters, Mrs, 
Fred Matron of Wilmot and Mrs, Herman 
Scbultt of Big Foot Wis., and tbree broth- 
ers, Frank of 'Wilmot, Charles of Denver 
and Albert of Channel). 

Mrs, Olcott ltved all her life in tbo vicin- 
ity of Antioch and ber many friends know 
her sterling worth. She was* a dutiful 
nnd affectionate daughter, a faithful" and 
devoted wife, a wise and loving mother 
and a true friend. She will he sadly mist- 
ed from tho circle of her family and frienda 
where any gathering was happier for her 
presence. 

The funeral was hold from tbe home of 
Mr, and Mrs.' D. Olcott atone o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon, Rev. McNamer officiating. 
Among the floral tributes was a magnific- 
ent boquet of lillies presented by the Irwin 
lodge, ;Court of Honor. The body; was 
laid at rest in tho Antioch Hillside ceme- 
tery. ...

REFORMS FOR LIFE INSURANCE. 



Now York Committee Prose it tn II e- 

port to I.rKlMlnttirc. 

In a merciless and thorough arraign- 
merit the Insurance I n vest I Rating commit- 
tee of the New York Leglulnture review- 
ed tho situation R ho* iincovored. After 
making a number of recommendations for 
reform the committee In its long-expect- 
ed report summarizes the scnsntional 
testimony It brought out and showed how 
mat tors could be remedied. 

Absolute prohibition of campaign con- 
tributions, strict regulation of nil life In- 
surance Investments, limitation of new 
business and the participation of every 
policy holder In tlia election of company 
officers — these are a few of tho proposed 
cures. 

Lobbying Is denounced ns pernicious 
nnd needless In plain terms, and the Leg- 
islature is told that It owes it to Itself 
to stop the practice. As to campaign 
contributions, the report says: 

"The frank admission that moneys 
have been obtained for use In State cam- 
paigns In the expectation that candidates 
thus aided would support the Interests of 
the compnnles has exposed both those 
who solicited the contributions and those 
who made them to severe and Just con- 
demnation. The committee recommends 
the pnssagc of an unequivocal and dras- 
tic measure to remedy this evil." 

Matters demanding the consideration of 
the Legislature for the purpose of rem- 
edying existing evils and of establishing 
more securely the business of life Insur- 
ance In this State are grouped under the 
following heads:

SENATE PASSES PURE-FOOD BILL 



Strnirirle of Fifteen Vtiira End*— The 
Vote In Ofl to -I. 

After fifteen years' consideration of tho 
subject the Senate has passed the Hey- 
hum pure food bill by a vote of 03 to 4. 
The committee accepted a number of sug- 
gestions and in corpora ted them In the 
bill as passed. Those who voted nga Inst 
the bill were Bacon of Georgia, Bailey of 
Texas, Foster of Louisiana and Tillman 
of South Carolina. 

The bill makes It a misdemeanor to 
manufacture or sell adulterated or mis- 
branded foods, drugs, medicines or liquors 
in the District of Columbia, the territo- 
ries nnd the insular possessions of the 
United States and prohibits the ship- 
ment of such goods from ona State to 
another or to a foreign country. It also 
prohibits the receipt of such goods. Pun- 
ishment by a fine of $300 or by imprison- 
ment for one yenr or both Is prescribed. 

Ry Its provisions the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the departments of Agriculture 
and of Commerce and Labor are requir- 
ed to agree upon regulations for the col- 
lection nnd examination of the articles 
covered by the bill. The Investigations 
by the Department of Agriculture are 
placed In the hands of the chief of the 
bureau of chemistry and If he finds that 
the law has been vlolnted the United 
Stutctt District Attorney Is required to 
institute proceedings In the federnl courts.

PLA.N DIVORCE STRINGENCY. 

Conference Wnin» TtTo-Yenr Mmll 
In PIncf of Iteslilenco. 

Divorce colonies were clvcn' a severs 
jolt by the congress on uniform divorce 
laws In Washington, which decided by a 
considerable majority that not less than 
two years* residence should be required 
of a plaintiff who has changed his or her 
State domicile since the cause of divorce 
arose. Another resolution reported by 
the committee on resolutions, which wan 
adopted after a warm discussion, pro- 
vides : 

"An Innocent and Injured party, hus- 
band or wife, seeking a divorce should 
not be compelled to a«k for a dissolution 
of the bonds of matrimony, but Hhould 
be allowed, at his or her option, to apply 
for divorce from bed and board. There- 
fore divorces a mcntia should he retained 
where already existing nnd provided for 
In States where no such rights exist," 

The congress also expressed Itself In 
fnvor of hearing alt divorce cases In open 
court and not before nny delegated repre- 
sentative, holding that publicity would 
tend to do nwny with collusion and to de- 
crease the number of suits. Other reso- 
lutions adopted provide for the class! Il- 
ea tlon of causes for divorce into groups 
that would bo accepted by the several 
States; declare that when conviction for 
crime la made a cause for divorce It 
Hhould involve two years* continuous im- 
prisonment; that 'no decree -should ,bo 
given for insanity arising after marriage, 
nor for desertion unless persisted in for 
two years; that defendants In suits 
Hhould be given full and fair notice, and 
that anyone named as a co-respondent 
should In all cases be given an opportu- 
nity to intervene.

Mr. Tillman presented a 
petition from the Independent Oil Re- 
fineTs' Awtoclntlon of Tltusvllle and Oil 
City, Pn., asking relief from nlleged dis- 
crimination, declaring that the railroad 
freight rate on refined oil In bnrrcls from 
the oil regions to New York harbor for 
export had been Increased to a prohibitive 
point. Mr, Clapp from the committee ou 
Indian affairs reported the bill for the 
settlement of tho affairs of the five civil- 
ized tribes by urging immediate action. 
Tho bills authorizing the purchase of coal 
lands in tlio Island of Botan, P. I., and 
amending tho Philippine tariff act on tex- 
tile fabrics and shoes were paaacd. Wash- 
ington's farewell address was rend by Mr. 
McCroary, Tho army appropriation bill 
was the subject ot prolonged debate In 
the House, the members refusing to ad- 
journ In honor of George Washington. 
Tho discussion of tho bill was exhausted. 
Mr. Gilbert (Ky.) made a speech oppos- 
ing the ship subsidy bill, and the debate 
then took a wide range.

by day calling for additional lawyers. 
Bitter feeling was manifested at St. Louis 
and It was charged that the sewage car- 
ried southward by the streams polluted 
the water supply not only ot that city 
but others along the rivers. Analyses 
and tests mndo at hundreds of points 
tended to show that white pollution exist- 
ed In the northern waters, germs which 
travel under sunlight and over sand and 
•tones ars destroyed.

over 10OI, while there was pMd tooIH- 
cers and employes $1,207,707. The total 
mllenge of electric roods, both surface 
and elevated, la 702 miles, an Increase 
during the year of 17(1 miles. These roads 
carried 132,5-10,535 passengers, the gross 
earnings being '$10,334,550.

Young Henderson wna a atudent nt 
Upper Iown University at the begin- 
ning of tbe wnr and his love for his 
adopted country led him to take the 
initiative In a movement which 'Inter 
rosulted In a company- being organized 
nnd sent to the wnr from Fnyette 
County, Heuderson was unanimously 
tendered tbe captaincy of the company, 
but ho declined on tbe plen that he 
wbb too young nnd Inexperienced. He 
did accept the position of Unit lieuten- 
ant 

Tho company of volunteers which 
young Henderson bad organized 
among tbo young men of Fnyette 
County wns mustered Into the service 
ns oompnny A, Twelfth lown Volun- 
teers, nnd sent to Fort Henry, where 
they received their baptism In Ore and 
blood. Henderson fell, struck In the 
jaw by n rebel bullet. The hall frac- 
tured his jaw. In the battle of Co- 
rlntb Oct. 4, 1802, Lleutcnnnt Hender- 
son wafi again badly wounded, result- 
ing In the amputation of a leg. 

When a cull cnine from President 
Lincoln' for' more 'troops tbe Forty- 
sixth Iowa Infantry was organized 
nod Lieutenant Henderson, though he 
hnd nlready giren a leg to his country, 
tendered his service and was elected 
colonel of this regiment and served 
until the etvd of the war. 
. In November, 1850, Colonel Hender- 
son wna appointed & Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue. He occupied this po- 
sition until';' June, 1800, when be re- 
signed to becoma a member of the law 
Arm of Shiran, Van Duzee & Header- 
son. 

'Eleoied tm Conrr«» In 1882. 

In 18S2 Colonel Henderson was 
unanimously tendered the Congresfllon- 
Qt.nomlnt.Uen far the Third District, 
and bo wa* elected to the Forty-eighth 
Congress by a splendid majority. 
Work on the appropriations committee 
and ns chairman of tbe judiciary com- 
mittee mndo him for several years one 
of the foremost members of that body 
of Intellectual giants, bo it wns nat- 
ural that when Speaker Reed laid 
down the gavel In 1800 Colonel Hen- 
derson wna tho unanimous choice for 
that exalted place. 

Colonel Henderson was elected 
Speaker of the House when Congress 
convened on Dec. 4, 1800. His re- 
election to the speakership In Decem- 
ber, 1001, wns Insured by the election 
of nn Increased Republican majority 
In the House. 

Colonel Henderson was serving hie 
st-cond term as Speaker and his tenth 
term In Congress when In the fall of 
1002 ho Btartled the country by with- 
drawing from tho political. field. 

He served oat his term In Congress 
nnd when ho stepped down at tho 
cIobo of tho session and; turned over 
tho gnvel to Speaker Elect Cannon ho. 
was accorded one of the warmest dem- 
onstrations ever witnessed In the na- 
tional .house. 

.Colonel Henderson wns married 
March 4,- 1800, to AugUBta A. Fox, who 
survives ' him. Three children were 
horn to them, namely: Mrs, S, 0. Peas- 
lee and Miss' Belle S, Henderson of 
Dubuque and Don A. Henderson, of 
California 



W lie ii Worker* Were Klnves. 

Before the advent of trades unions, 
or less than 100 years ago, men, women 
and children worked Jtl and 14 hours 
per day, and In n great ninny places Jfl 
hours, says the Clgurniakcrs' Journal. 
History shows thnt In 1780 the working 
men and women started work in the 
morning at 4 o'clock, at 10 o'clock they 
hnd an hour for lunch, nnd nt .'( o'clock 
an hour for dinner, from which time 
they worked until darkness. As Into as 
1830 women and children began work 
In some factories In New England nt 
4 '.30 in the morning, and worked an 
hour or two after Bunset One hun- 
dred years ago the bricklayers In New 
York worked 14 hours a day for 50 
cents a day; to-day they have an eight- 
hour day at 00 cents nn hour. 

A union man named Mlclinel Men ton 
wrote a letter to oue of the papers de- 
scribing the condition of the bricklayers 
nnd while nil of his charges were found 
to bo true, he wns arrested for libel and 
sentenced to 00 days In Jnll. Hence, to 
even say a word In defense of labor In 
those days was a crime. 

Tbe original American factories wero 
governed by tho most outrageous and 
oppressive regulations, In which regula- 
tions the worker hud no voice. There 
wns a time In tbo history of this coun- 
try when tbe workers wero taied to 
support tbe churches, and fined If habit- 
ually absent from religious worship. 
Some able writers and hlstorinnB have 
clearly proven that In some factories 
women nnd children were lashed with 
a rawhide If tbe overseer detected them 
snatching a moment's rest. 

Herbert N. Caseon says the city of 
Washington* was built by workers who 
received about 50 cents a day and work- 
ed from sunrise to sunset; thnt nt the 
commencement of the nineteenth cen- 
tury wnges In New York were 4(J cents 
n dny, In Baltimore 80 cents, nnd thnt 
the average rate all over the country 
was ?<io a year, with board and some- 
times lodging. 

These frightful conditions, low wages, 
long hours, poverty and degradation 
bnvo been gradually overcome nnd 
steadily Improved through trade union 
activity. In a great many organized 
trades tbe worker receives mora In one 
month at eight hours labor per day than 
wns formerly received by similar work- 
men In one whole year. 

Industrial Notes. 

A voluntnry Increase in wnges, which 
benefits between "00 aud 800 track fore- 
men and track laborers, was put Into 
effect by the Beading Ball way Company 
recently. 

The Iron Moldcrs* Union, which has 
its national headquarters in Cincinnati, 
Is one of the best conducted labor organ- 
izations In the country and has a member- 
ship of about 70,000. 

Negotiations now going on for a now 
agreement between the Chicago painters 
and their employers promise to result in 
an amicable settlement. The employers 
are ready to grant the Increase from 45 to 
fK> cents an hour demanded by the men, 
but In return they are seeking other con- 
ditions which the journeymen are not like- 
ly to accept. 

The membership of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen on Dec, 1 was 78,- 
238 and Its officers say the 100,000 mark 
will be reached by the close ot this year. 
The funds on hand Dec. 1 amounted to 
$1,113,434.15. During tho month of De- 
cember tbe insurance clnims paid amount- 
ed to $140,000, making a total of $11,874, 
05Q.S3 paid since tho organization started 
In 1881. 

The Cigar-makers' International Union 
Is considering a plan of loaning the sur- 
plus funds of tho organization to mem- 
bers on easy terms for the purpose of 
building homes or starting In business. 
Some of the British trade unions tried 
tho experiment years ago and It worked 
successfully. Many worklngmen In Eng- 
land own homes which were built on 
money borrowed from the union, of which 
they were members. 

Tbe Beading <Fa.) Advocate says of 
convict labor: "The trades most nffected 
by contract prison labor ofc tbe shoe 
workers, Iron molders, gar^ut workers 
nnd broom workers. Institutions recent- 
ly visited employed a total of 4,253 con- 
victs in the manufacture of boots and 
shoes. The** 4,253 convict shoe work- 
ers arc paid an average wnge of 48 cents 
A day and they are turning out 25,340 
pairs of shoes everj day, which are 
dumped Into the shoe market under vari- 
ous names and labels that are devised' 
to conceal from the public their true char- 
acter." 

The election of 30 or more labor union- 
ists to tbe British Parliament at the re- 
cent election Is considered very signifi- 
cant. The entrance of labor unionism 
Into politics In Great Britain Is said to 
be the result of the Taft Vale decision 
a few years ago, which held that the 
union wns responsible In damages for 
all tho consequences of the acts of Its 
members acting for tbo union. The de- 
cision Is said to hnve convinced tho union 
leaders that the unions must enter politics 
to secure the ends they desired. Within 
the Inst three years. tbe political activity 
of the unions has been great, and the 
surprising results In this year's election is 
the outcome. As members of Parliament 
receive no salaries an such, each labor 
member will receive $1,000 a year, from 
bis union. 

According to a circular Issued by Pres- 
ident G. W, Perkins of tbe CiEarmakers' 
International Union, tho annual produc- 
tion of cigars In' tho Philippines amounts 
to $20,000,000 and tho wages paid In 
Manila vary from 25 to 87' cents a day. 
Ot the 70 cigar factories in Manila, 43 
are 'owned by Chinamen, who employ 
Chinese coolie labor and, with tbe ex- 
ception of two, tbo other factories aro 
owned by Europeans,

I urge ns thnt of 1887. sur roil tided the 
Jnll. It numbered thousands, Curios- 
ity to see wliiit they could of the Inci- 
dents surrounding 1 loch's lust mo- 
ments attracted tbe crowd. The crowds 
openly gambled on I Inch's fate, many 
believing with the condemned man that 
he would iigulii escape the noose. 

A flu it I effort almost without prece- 
dent In Illinois wub made In I loch's he- 
lm If n tevt hours before the time set 
for the execution. A petition wns died 
In the Unit*-: States Circuit Court by 
Hoch's attorneys, asking thnt the Fed- 
eral court Interfere to save the con- 
demned man. The petition stated the 
State nuthorltles were endeavoring to 
ciccute Hocli In vlolntlon of the four- 
teenth amendment of the constitution, 
without due process of Inw. This move 
served only to delay the execution. It 
wns the lust net In the desperate legal 
fight, waged by Ilocb nnd his attorneys 
to secure a new trial or n pnrdon, which 
resulted 111 placing Hocli three times In 
the shndow of the gullows Instead of 
once, nnd extending his life eight 
months. 

ltneh's Life n SIr«terr. 

Mystery that has defied all past efforts 
to solve surround the early life of Johnnn 
noch. He Is believed to hnve been bora 
In Horwelller-Bingen-on-the-Ilhlne, Ger- 
many, In 1803. When he grew Into man- 
hood he left his native town and return- 
ed in three years, marrying Mrs. Joseph 
Huff. He was first Indicted for fraud la 
connection with a petition In bankruptcy 
which he filed, noch lied to a distant 
village, where be is said to have married 
again, but after securing tbe second 
wife's fortune he fled to. America In 180.1. 

lie lived three months In New York 
nnd went under ihe name ot Joswph Huff. 
Then he went to Wheeling, W. Vn., whore 
lie married a' 'widow who owned a sa- 
loon. In one month she was dead and 
Hocli hnd two saloons. An inquiry fol- 
lowed her death and Hoch (led after leav- 
ing his clothes on the banks of the Ohio 
river, to them attached a note stating 
thnt he had committed suicide. 

The same year be came to Chicago and 
opened a saloon, where he met Bruno 
Leek nor nnd was Introduced to Mrs. 
Mnriha Rtelr/nrecher, whom be man«j<L 
Thirty days after she died. 

Then followed roomings all over tho 
country, In which be Is said to have mar- 
ried numerous women in various cities. 
He was in and out ot Chicago much of 
the time, nnd In Cincinnati he married 
Mrs, Mary Bartels. When she died a 
month after tbe funeral was turned Into 
a feast by Hoch. He left Cincinnati 
without paying the funeral expenses. lie 
returned to Chicago nnd was convicted 
In Judge linker's court of selling mort- 
gaged furniture. In 1807 he was sent 
to the bouse of correction for that of- 
fense and served one year. 

For two or three years he worked, in 
the Pullman car works. The beginning 
of the end enme when ho married Maria 
Walcker, a widow. She answered a mat- 
rimontnl advertisement In a German 
newspaper. She conducted a small candy 
factory, but disposed of it at the request 
of Hoch, who induced her to give him 
the proceeds of tbe sale.' With her death 
followed his marriage to her sister, Mrs. 
Pischer-Hoch, end his subsequent disap- 
pearance and exposure. 

Hoch's downfall began with his depart- 
ure from Chicago with $700" that belong- 
ed to his Inst wife, Mrs. Plscber-Hoch. 
She was married ;to him the day after 
his 'former wife, her sister, died. lie 
left her early in January, and the In- 
vestigation followed tbat led to Hoch's 
arrest in New York, Hoch was placed 
on trial In Chicago April 10, 100,", for 
the murder of Marie Wnkkerdlocb and 
was found guilty May 10. The jury was 
out thirty minutes.

Twice a day all the ojtemtlvcs 
whhIi their hands nud faces; and the 
water In, 'like that from the washing 
machine, piped to tho extracting room. 

Here there Is Installed n big Alter, 
with Its filtering section inn do of can- 
vas and resembling outwardly the 
pleated section of n giant square con- 
certina, as It would look partly drawn 
out All the water from tbe washing 
machine mid from the wnah how Ik In 
tho factory Is forced through this filter, 
and at regular Intervals the filtering 
section Is tuken out and tho gold re- 
moved from It 

Alt the floors In the factory arc cov- 
ered with tar paper, which catches nnd 
holds all. tho gold particles Unit fall 
upou it From time to time a now pa* 
per covering Is laid on the floors, tbe 
old being burned for the gold contained 
In it 

By these means' are saved In n fac- 
tory annually thousands of dollars' 
worth of gold that without, such pre- 
cautions would Inevltnnly be lost — New 
York Sun,

NEW FOOD 




People now demand the right to 
know exactly what they eat 

To be. told by maker or retailer that 
the food Is "pure" is not satisfactory. 

Candy may contain "pure" white 
clay or "pure" dyes and yet bt very 
harmful. Syrups may contain "pure" 
glucose and yet be quite digestible and 
•ran beneficial. Tomato catsup may 
contain a small amount of salicylic or 
b Oracle acid as a necessary preserva- 
tive, which may agree with one and 
be harmful to another. 

Wheat flour may contain a portion 
of corn flour and really bo Improved. 
Olive oil may be mndo of cotton seed 
oil. Butter may contain beef suet and 
yet be nutritious. 

The person who buys and eats must 

protect himself and family, and he has 
a right to, and now demands, a law 
under which he can make Intelligent 
selection of rood, 

Many pure food bills have been in- 
troduced nnd some passed by State 
legislatures; many have been offered 
to Congress, but all thus far seem ob- 
jectionable. 

it bus seemed difficult for politicians 
to formulate a satisfactory bill that 
would protect the common people and 
yet avoid harm to honest makers and 
prevent endless trouble to retailers. 
No government commission or officer 
has tho right to fix "food standards" 
to define what the people, shall and 
shall not eat, for what agrees with one 
may not agree with another and such 
act would deprive the common citizen 
of his personal liberty. Tbe Poatum 
Cereal Company, Ltd., perhaps the 
largest makers of prepared foods in 
the world, have naturally a close 
knowledge of tbe needs of tbe people 
and the details of the business of tbe 
purveyors {the retail grocer) nnd, guid- 
ed by this experience have prepared a 
bill for 'submission to Congress which 
Is Intended to accomplish the desired 
ends, and Inasmuch as a citizen of the 
IT. S. has a right to food protection 
even when he enters another State It 
Is deemed proper that the government 
take control of this matter nnd pro- 
vide a national law to govern all tbe 
states. A copy of the bill is herewith 
reproduced. 

Section 1 governs tbe maker wheth- 
er file food is put up In small pack- 
ages sealed, or In barrels, boxes or 
otherwise. 

Sec 2 governs the retailer who may 
open a barrel and sell the food In 
small Quantities. When he puts the 
goods into a pnper bag he must also 
enclose a printed copyof tbe statement 
of the maker which wns n taxed to the 
original pkg. and inasmuch as the re- 
taller cannot undertake to gtinrnntee 
the statement of Ingredients he must 
publish the statement of the makers 
and add his own name and address as 
a guarantee of bis .selling the food as 
It Is represented to him, which relieves 
the retailer of responslhllty of tbe 
truth of the statement nud throws it 
upon the maker, where It properly be- 
longs. 

The remaining sections explain 
them sel res.

A BILL 



TO REQUIRE MANUFACTURERS AND SHIPPERS OF FOODS FOR IN- 
TERSTATE SHIPMENT TO LABEL SAID FOODS AND PRINT 
THE INGREDIENTS CONTAINED IN SUCH FOODS ' 
ON EACH PACKAGE THEREOF. 

Be It enacted by the Senate nnd House of Represent ntlves of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That every person, firm or corpora- 
tion engaged In the manufacture, preparation or compounding of food for 
human consumption, shall print In plain view on each package thereof made 
by or for them shipped from any State or Territory, or the District of Colum- 
bia, a complete and accurate statement of all the ingredients thereof, defined 
by words In common use to describe said ingredients, together with tbe an- 
nouncement that said statement Is made by the authority of, and guaranteed 
to be accurate by, the makers of sucb food, and the name and complete ad- 
dress of the makers shall be affixed thereto; all printed in plain type of ■ alze 
not leas than that known as eight point, and in the English language. 

Sec. 2, That the covering of each und every package of manufactured', 
prepared or compounded foods shipped from any State, Territory or tbe Dis- 
trict of Columbia, when tbe food In aald package shall have. been taken from 
a covering supplied by or for tbe makers and re-covered by or for the sellers, 
shall bear upon Its face or within its enclosure an accurate- copy of tbe state- 
ment of ingredients and name of tbe makers wblcb appeared upon the pack- 
age or covering of said food as supplied by or for tbe makers thereof, printed 
In like manner as the statement of the makers was printed, and such state- 
ment shall also benr.the name and address of tbe person, firm or corporation 
that re-covered such food. 

Sec. S, That It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to purposely. 
wilfully and maliciously remove, alter, obliterate or destroy such statement- 
ef ingredients appearing on packages of food, aa provided lit tho preceding 
sections, and any person or persons who shall violate this section shall be 
guilty ef a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not less than one 
hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or Imprisoned not less 
than eae month nor more than six months, or both, In the discretion of the 
court 

Sec. 4, That tbe Bureau of Chemistry of tbe Department of Agriculture 
shall procure, or cause to be procured from retail dealers, and analyse, or 
cause te be analyzed or examined, chemically, microscopically, or otherwise, 
samples ef all manufactured, prepared or compounded foods offered for sale 
In eriglnal, unbroken packages In the District of Columbia, in any Territory, 
or in any State other than that in wblcb tbey shall have been respectively 
manufactured or otherwise produced, or from a foreign country, or Intended 
for. expert .to; a foreign country, Tbe Secretary of Agriculture ahall make> 
necessary rules and regulations for carrying out the provisions of this Act, 
and la hereby authorized to' employ such chemists, Inspectors, clerks, laborers, 
and other employes, ns may be necessary to carry out tho provisions of thus 
Act and. to make such publication of the results of the examinations and 
analysis as he may deem proper, And any manufacturer, producer or dealer 
who shall refuse to supply, upon application and. tender und full payment of 
tbe selling price samples of such articles of food to auy person duly authorized 
by' tbe Secretary of Agriculture to receive the same, shall be. guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall be ( fined not exceeding ono hundred dol- 
lars, or Imprisoned not exceeding oue hundred days, or both. 

Sec B, That any person, Ann or corporation who shall violate sections 
one and two of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be fined not exceeding two hundred dollars for tbe first offense and for 
each subsequent offense not exceeding three hundred dollars or be Imprisoned 
not exceeding on a year, or both, In tbe discretion of Uie court, 

Sec. 0, That auy person, firm, or corporation, who shall wilfully, pur- 
posely or maliciously ehinigo or add to the Ingredients of any food, make false 
eharges, or Incorrect analysis, with the purpose of subjecting tho makers of 
such foods to fine or Imprisonment under this Act, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upou conviction shall bo fined not exceeding ono thousand dol- 
lars nor less than three hundred dollars, or imprisoned for not lean than thirty 
days nor moro than one year, or both. 

Sec. T, That It shall be tho duty of every district attorney to whom the' 
Secretary of Agriculture shall report any violation of, this Act to cause pro- 
ceedings to be commenced and prosecuted without delay for the fines and 
penalties In such case provided. 

See. 8, That this Act shall not be construed to Interfere with commerce 
wholly Internal lu any Statu, nor with the exorcise of their police powers br 
the several States. Ti.-, -:,* 

Sec, 0. That all acts or parts of acts Inconsistent with this act are hereby 
repealed, 

Sec 10, That this Act shall be In force and effect from and after the 
first day of October, ■nineteen hundred and six,

Colombia I« Shaken nnd 3,000 Are 
llennrted Dcnd. 

Two thoutmud dead us the result of 
tidal waves and enrthquakes, hcrce 
Blcsmlc BhockB that have extended 
from Colombia to Costa Itlni and panic 
nlong the entire Pnclilc coast In Cen- 
tral America— Uils Is the summary of 
Monday's tidings from the stricken 
district. Two thousand are known to 
have been killed In Colonibln, accord- 
ing to advices from that section. The 
entire coast hns suffered ntiother earth- 
quake and tidal wave, which has taken 
heavy toll In human life. It occurred 
Wednesday nnd the const for Hfty 
leagues to the Bouth was affected. Two 
thousand persons were killed by f filling 
hopses or drowned by the wave. Whole 
families were lout. Sailing vessels re- 
port having encountered hundreds of 
corpses. Many small settlements were 
completely swept nwny. 

The earthquake occurred at 10:45 In 
the morning, lasting nbout hcvcu min- 
utes. The movement was from north 
to south. Tho town was considerably 
Bhaken. The damage, however, was 
small, but tho people were thrown into 
a panic, kneeling, weeping and praying 
In the streets. Following the earth- 
quake there was it tldtil wnvo, which 
was of no consequencc^herc, but the 
reports from the coast, " Including ail 
era of fifty leagues to the south, (state 
that 2,000 were killed by tho failing 
houses or drowned by tho wave, whole 
families having been. lost 

The damage done by the earthquake 
and tidal wave at Ttimnco was greater 
than here, and a few lives were lost. 
The Bbock was felt In tho Interior, nnd 
five people wore killed nt Tuqucr- 
icsln. .'At Poynyan the people resorted 
to tcnte, and thanksgiving services 
were held on Feb. 21 nnd 22. Twelve 
distinct shocks wore felt, but It Is be- 
lieved tlint nil dnnger 1b now over. 

On January 31 nn earthquake and 
tidal wnvo swept the Coloinblun towns 
of Mosquern, San Juan nnd Domln- 
gortz. The towns of La Tola, Autlo- 
qui, Bnrbacoas, Popayan," Tuquerres, 
Mnnizales and Terelra were badly^ dam- 
aged. 

Most of the people In all the towns In 
the provinces of ISsiucraldna and Mnn- 
abl, especially Itlo Terde, Camnrones, 
La. Tola, Iilmoncfl, Borhon and Pin* 
guagl, were made homeless.
